Bryant not tocommunicatethe news toany 
one inthe household for the present, and 
then went backto his desk with as much 
nonchalance as he could summon.

PEERS IN ROWS, 


The Mighty Mustering of Lords to De- 
feat Home Rule, 


THE NEXT STEP TO BE TAKEN BY THE 
PREMIER. 


An Appeal to the Country Is Now Neces- 
sary—Dispatches Passing Between the 
Queen and Gladstone—Decision Ar- 


rived at Concerning the Irish Fund in 
Paris. 


Lonpon, Sept. 9.—Such a gathering of 
Great Britain’s nobility as has been wit- 
nessed here this week has seldom been seen. 
The usually tenantless benches and galleries 
in the splendid chamber of Lords were 
crowded afternoon and night. There was 
row on row of peers and peeresses. Beauty, 
jewels, fine gowns and hauguty faces flashed 
down on bearers of high names famed in 
history if not in the present. There were 
beardless youths, noted for debts and scan- 
dals, there were men so old that they sat 
with heads bowed; they looked rather like 
ghosts and corpses than living beings. 


There were bishops in their lawn sleeves, 


always saintly looking, not infrequent- 
ly mingling queer expressions of 
worldly cunning with their air of holiness. 
Many times peers have mustered in some 
force to destroy some reform measure of the 
Liberal party, but never did a Liberal bill 
ha ve so flue a funeral. As the staidest of the 
Liberal journals, the Chronicle, remarked, 
the House of Lords runs to sloping fore- 
heads and retreating chins. But this detail 
did not interfere with the spectacle, for 
while some of the peers and peeresses above 
were decidedly dowdy looking bordering on 
seediness and even meanness of attire, the 
most of them were smartly dressed, though 
the average of comeliness among 
the peeresses was not high, in 
fact, it was most disappointingly Xow. 
Here and there was a face of rare beauty. 
Almost all of the women faces had that 
supercilious look which comes of a long 
habit of viewing the toiling from a cool, con- 
temptuous altitude. The debate was con- 
ducted by picked men of the peers. The 
speeches therefore for the most part were of 
a high class, but almost all were spoiled by 
indistinct, often mumbDling delivery. To 
this, however, the listener, English speak- 
ing, must get accustomed, Lord Roseberry 
won the highest honors, speaking for the 
bill with a scantly velled contempt for his 
noble hearers that must have been irritating 
inthe extreme. Mostof the speeches were 
against the bill, and peers seemed to strive 
with one another in saying scornful things 
of democracy. Even Lord Salisbury, usu- 
ally cautious and discreet, gave way to his 
feelings and snapped at that democracy 
which threatens to sweep him and his order 
out of existence. 

The scene at division was memorable. 
When.the call came the whole house arose, 
and, as it seemed, streamed toward the op- 
position lobby. Forty-one Government peers 
kept their seats until the tidal wave had dis- 
appeared, then forlorniy, slowly they passed 
to the Ministers’ lobby amid the suppressed, 
scornful laughter of high-born women in the 
galleries. Lord Salisbury had thought to 
muster 800, Whenit was announced that 419 
had voted against further consideration of 
the home rule bill he applauded with the 
rest. Aman with whom the Post-Dispatror 
correspondent sat listening to the debate, 
well knowing the peers and their histories, 
recalled from time to time many strange, 
often black, episodes. But the fact which 
struck deepest was that of the hundred peers 
of Mr. Gladstone’s creating from the Liberal 
ranks only ten voted for the bill. 

WHAT GLADSTONE WILL po.

The royal 
dea is that Mr. Giadstone should appeal at 
once to the country andthe determination, 
which is understood to have been expressed 
by ur. Gladstone in his special dispatch to 
hold on indefinitely will not suit her 
majesty at all. According to constitutional 
precedents the Queen certainly had some 
reason to expect that after the overwhelim- 
ing majority of Lords, spiritual and tem- 
poral, had condemned him, the aged Prime 
Minister would resign or ask the electors 
again to justify his policy. It is sur- 
mised that Mr. Gladstone intimated in the 
dispatch carried to Balmoral to-day the 
readiness oi the Cabinet to submit tothe 
Queen’s prerogative to dismiss her present 
Ministers. Thisintimation would mean lit- 

tie, however, as he knows he can rely on the 
Queen’s discretion to take no step involving 
the Crown inthe popular outcry agaiast the 
House of Lords. A large and influential 
part of the ultra Tory party expect 
such direct intervention from the 
Queen, but their expectation will 
hardiy be realized. On the o@her hand, the 
Queen’s opinion as tothe proper course for 
Mr. Gladstone will weigh with him undoubt- 
iy: in bastening theapyealtothe country. 

Before last night’s sitting ofthe Lords the 
highest vote registered in the upper House 
was 875. This was given onthe question of 
repealing the corn laws in 1844 and included 
the proxies of absent members. 

To render the daty of attendance less irk- 
some some fifty or sixty peers loafed in the 
refreshment and smoking rooms during the 
debate. Several, finding the cutsine in the 
restaurant of the House unsuitable to their 
tastes, had their own cooks, wines and meats 
brought in for the occasion. One peer, for 
instance, gave a dinner prepared by his own 
chef, served on his own plate by his own ser- 
vants. In neitherits public nor its private 
aspects did the House revealany character- 
istics likely to strengthen its chances ofa 
long existence. 

SCARE IN THE COMMONS, 

There is substantial ground for the scare 
at the House of Commons caused by the sus- 
picious death of one ofthe attendants. The 
palace of Westminster is built on aswamp. 
The Grains run so low a level that there is 
no fall, Immense sums have been expended 
in im proving the sanitation. Two years ago 
$300, 000 was paid for a new drainage arrange- 
ment without any betterment. The influenza 
has caused more havoc at Westminster than 
any other public bullding, and recently there 


were two deaths within a week among 
attendants from malignant diph- 
theria.. Several members have 
left ‘since the suspected cholera 
en and others are being begged by their 
f ilies to leave. Mr. Ohamberlain is using 
all nis influence to keep his tollowers in at- 
tendance, as he wants to compel the Gov- 
ernment toadopt closure to complete the 
supply. It is belleved, however, that the 
members will not return next week in any 
number. Ihere is an almost official rumor 
that Justin McCarthy is about to marry a 
Sister ofa well-known Queen's Counsel, a 
widow of mature years, though 
younger than the Irish leader. 
Mcvarthy has been a widower more 
than thirteen years and, being an admirer 
of women, this is not the first time he has 
been credited witb contemplating marriage.

Mr. Me- 
Carthy is popular in society, 
THE IRISH FUND. 

The upshot of the Irish meeting Monday 
was that Justin McCarthy was entrusted 
with full power as trustee of the Paris fund 
to come to an arrangement with the Red 
mondites to secure its release.

Theodore Holliger, 23 years old, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., called atthe Four Courts 
day afternoon and reported that he had his 
mother, who is 44 years old, and Charlies 
Roemer, 23 years old, arrested at Chelten- 
bam, they having eloped, Holliger stated, 
from Louis ville last Sunday night. The young 
man then related the following remarkable 
story regarding theaffair: |

Monetary Legislation Suggested 


by Prominent Financiers. 


Views of Bankers and Business Men of 
Leading Cities. 


MANY FAVOR INCREASE OF NATIONAL 
BANK CIRCULATION. 


They Should Be Permitted to Issue Notes 
to the Par Value of Their United 
States Bondé on Deposit—A State 
Penk Ourrency Not Regarded With 
Favor—What Might Be Done With the 
Silver Bullion in the Treasury. 


In ting and important opinions on the 
immediate future of the finances of this 
country are printed below. Two questions 
were put to leading Ananciers of New York 
City and telegraphed to Won and Posrt- Dis- 
PATCH correspondents in other cities, to be 
asked by them of the leading financiers of 
those cities. These two questions were: 

What's yeur view as to the expediency of repeal- 
ing the 10 per cent tax on State bank issues? 

What moretary legislation do you favor after the 
repeal of the Sherman lew? 

The following replies were given dy lead- 
ing financiers of New York City and tele- 
graphed to the Post- DISPATCH: 

OPPOSED TO BANK TAX REPEAL. 

George R. Gibson ofthe firm of Watson & 
Gibson, drokers at No. 55 Broadway, frst 
question: lam strongly opposed to the re- 
pesalof the tax on State bank issues. It 
would de impossible to have uniformity of 
security back of such notes, and to add 
forty-four new kinds of currency to the nine 
now existing would be acalamity. Proba- 
biy some States would guard note issues so 
that they might be safe. Many States, how- 
ever, would belaxand our whole currency 
system would be thrown into inextricable 
confusion. I can imagine a good deal, but 
cannot imagine how state bank issues can 
be approved by intelligent business men or 
political economists.’’ 

Second question: It is always much easier 
to be negative than positive. Our peuple 
ere accustomed to paper money which is far 
more convenient than coin in daily use, and 
there is every reason why the Government 
should issue certificates of deposit in con- 
venient sums against the deposit of gold and 
silver coin. Both metals must be used, how 
ever. Iregard the attempt to demonetize 
silver as greatly against the public good. 

**If we opened our mints to the free coinage 
of silver at the ratio of 16to1I am at a loss to 
know where the food of silver would come 
from to inundate us. Ido not belleve that 
the American people will be content to see 
business conducted solely onthe gold basis, 
and Go not think thatthe currency question 
can possibly remain settled until both metals 
are recognized.’’ 

PRODUCK EXCHANGE PRESIDENT PARKER. 

F. H. Parker, President of the New York 
Produce Exchange Bank—First question: 
**Most assuredly I favor the repeal of the tax 
on State banks. 

It was simply imposed as a war tax. A 
State currency can be made just as safe as 
any other and as none but a high grade 
currency could enter into circulation every 
State would have to enact banking laws that 
would makeit safe. As well might we go 
back to traveling in the old stage coach as 
to return to the old State currency issued by 
some of the Western States. The circulation 
in New England andits redemption by the 
Suffolk Bank of Boston was quite perfect. 
The bank laws of New York were good and 
the national bank laws were modeled after 
them. Ofcourse no one wauts any circu- 
lation other than that well secured. This 
can be obtained under the State banking 
system without doubt.“ 

Second question: I would favor allow. 
ing State banks to issue circulation. Then 
ifthere were any opposition or fear as to 
the safety of the issue, the Government 
should immediately repeal the tax and at 
the same time state what securities would 
be accepted for the security of the issue, 
and leave the tax upon any other which 
would virtually prohibit any other issue.“ 

IS8UER GOVERNMENT BONDS. 

W. E. Connor, banker at No. 71 Broadway. 
—First question: Iam decidedly opposed to 
the repeal of the 10 per cent tax on State 
banks for the reason that it would lead to 
the issuing of a currency which would have 
a different value in different States, and if 
based upon State, county or municipal bonds 
there would comea time, the same as there 
Was last monch, when such securities would 
be absolutely without a market. Such 
a state of affairs would naturally 
lead to distrust upon the part of 
those who held any such securities and there 
would be a demand for gold which could not 

met. Again, the absorption by State 
Danks of a large amount of county and muni- 
cipal bonds would cause an extravagance 
uponoJshe part of public officials who, finding 
that they could readily dispose of bonds to 
the banks would be tempted to make needless 
expenditures.’’ 

Second question: ‘*I would prefer to see the 
Government issue 500,000,000 fifty-year 8 per 
cent bonds. These bonds could be used

Second question: ‘‘After repealing the 
Sherman law I would so amend the national 
banking actasto allow banks to take out 
currency to the par value of the United 
States bonds Geposited to secure circulation. 
I would refand the outstanding 4 per cent 
bonds, extending the due date to twenty, 
thirty and forty years from the present. 
With normal rates for interest restored, 


would increase the amount of 
principal it would so largely reduce the 
interest as to result in great saving to the 
taxpayers, Should the National debt be paid 
and extinguished other choice securities 
would hold first pluce in public confidence 
and would be available to secure circuiation. 
A sateéety fund create’ by a tax of Uu per cent 
annualiy upon outstanding National bank 
circulation would have paid the expenses of 
the National Government on accoaont of 
rational banks and have redeemed all 
the notes of all the falled banks.

The Government could redeem at once 
out of this fund all notes of falled banks, 
and by making itself a preferred creditor 
recoup the amount from the assets of the 
banks.’’ 

COIN THE SILVER BULLION. 

K. O. Leech, the Vice- President and cashier 
of the National Union Bank, No. 2 Nassau 
street. First question: Ido not favor the 
repeal of the tax on State bank notes, nor do 
I believe that the intelligent sentiment of 
the country is prepared to accept currency 
issued under State laws. This country hada 
bitter experience with that class of money, 
and as there is no necessity for reverting 
> it my judgment is that it will not be 

one. 

Second question: I would coin the silver 
bullion in the Treasury, redeem the Treasury 
notes issued, with silver certificates issued 
— 4 such coinage, and give it the benefit 
of the seigniorage, which will increase its 
balance sheet nearly 86,000. 000. I would 
allow national banks to issue up to par on 
Government bonds and reduce the tax on 
bank circulation to an amount sufficient to 
cover the expenses, say one-quarter of 1 per 
cent. I think some plan should be 
devised in the near future for allowing na- 
tional banks to issue circulation on some 
other class of security besides Government 
bonds. Just what security should be required 
is a big question, but very many excellent 
classes Of securities have been recommended 
by the different comptrollers of the currency. 
The European banks, withthe exception of 
the Bank of Engiand, are allowed to issue 
notes without any security. only about 25 per 
cent of their issues must be kept in coin and 
builion, Iftnis is safe for European banks 
surely some plan can be devised which 
would increase our bank issues tothe require- 
ments of business, yet amply protect the 
pudlic.“ 

REPEAL AND GO HOME. 

G. G. Williams, the President of the Chem! 
cal National Bank, 270 Broadway. First 
question: ‘‘I should be sorry to see the tax 
on State banks repealed. It would open the 
doorto unrestricted bank circulation, and 
would undoubtedly lead to the creation of 
banks whose only purpose would be to get 
their circulation off on to the people and 
make its redemption as expensive to the 
public as possible. We have at present the 
best an safest bank note circulation 
which has ever existed in the history of the 
world, Why should we not let 
well enough alone? If we were 
to have State bank notes issued un- 
der the laws of the different States we would 
have a rate of exchange varying with every 
locality where the notes would be Issued, 
and I well remember at one time that notes 
issued by the banks in Illinois were ata dis- 
count of 10 per cent in New York.’’ 

Second question: My opinion is that after 
the repeal of the Sherman law Congress will 
have done so good a thing that the next best 
thing it could do would be to adjourn and let 
a well-digested monetary system be devised, 
which willbe sure to protect us from any 
such severe panic as that through which we 
have just passed.’’ 

RANKERS OF OTHER CITIES. 

Following are the views of bankers of 
other cities in reply to the questions given 


above: 
Boston, Sept. 8.—Jerome Jones, a Demo- 
crat and ex-President of the Business \'en’s 
Executive Association, said: ‘*‘National 
legislation will be necessary when our 
present United States bonds mature. These 
onds now serve as an indemnity to the bil 
holder. I have always held that 
the Federal Government could find some way 
to secure the holder of -tate bank bills 
against the failure of such banks. The pro- 
viding of such security could not be left to 
the States themselves for I remember that 
before the war bank bills had to be sorted 
every day, because the bills of many banks 
apparently solvent sold at a discount. This 
would be the result again unless the United 
States Government made some general pro- 


vision.“ 
John A. Lane, Republican and President of 


the Boston, Verchants’ Association, said: We 
don’t want any repeal of the 10 per cent bank 
tax. What we want firstis that the barks 
shall issue bills to the extentof their cap- 
ital. 

In regard tothe monetary legislation to 
follow the repeal of the Sherman law I would 
suggest the bill proposed by Congressman J. 
H. Walker, but there are other good plans 


before Congress. 
NEITHER SAFE NOR DESIRABLE. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 8.—William A. 
Rhawn, President of the National Bank of 
the Republic and President of the American 
Bankers’ Association, composed of rep- 
resentatives of National, State and 
private tanks as well as trust 
companies said: ‘‘My opinion on the ex- 
pediency of repealing the 10 per cent tax on 
State banks is summed up in a resolution 
unanimously adopted by tne American 
Bankers’ Association, It says: ‘The sense 
ofthis convention is that State Bank note 
issues for muney are neither safe nor de- 
Sirabie.’’’ 

RECONSTRUCTION NEEDED. 

BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 9.—William C. Corn- 
well, President of the City Bank, sald: ‘*The 
‘State dank tax should not be repealed except 
as a part of the programme fora thorough 
reconstruction of our currency system on 
scientific principles. I favor the appoint- 
ment ot a committee of experts to accom- 
plish the reconstruction deliberately and in 
consultation with the bankers and financiers 
of the United states. 

WANTS GOVERNMENT GUARANTY. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 8.—E. P. Lacy, President of 
the Bankers’ National Bank and ex-Comp- 
trolier of the Currency, said: ‘‘in my judg- 
ment the bringing of State banks under Na- 
tional supervision and the use of State and 
municipal bonds as security for circulation 
will be found unsatisfactory when put in 
practice. No paper money should be put in 
circulation which has not the ntee of 
the Goveanment for its ultimate redemption, 
andallshould be redeemable substan 
as national bank notes now are. 

AN ORIGINAL PLAN. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 8.—John 8. Scully, 
cashier of the Diamond National Bank, saia 
to-day: am notin favor of repealing the 
State bank tax. Idon’t think it would bea 
good thing for the country at the present 
time.

NO WILD CAT CURRENCY. 
St. Pavt, Minn., Sept. 8.—President H. P. 
Upsam of the First National Bank said: **We 
want no more wild cat currency. As to other 
legislation after the repeal of the Sherman 
act, this country should and, no douot will, 
make a large use of silver. This will, no 
doubt, be preperly provided for; if not by 
legislation, then otherwise. The Govern- 
ment should issue bonds for $100,000,000 or 
$200 000, 000 for gold and place the gold in the 
Treasury as a reserve, so that there would 
be no trouble in maintaining all silver cer- 
tificates at par.

HAS HAD EXPERIENCE. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 8.—J. B. Montgom- 
ery, a recognized authority on finance, said: 
Jam opposed tothe repeal of the 10 per 
taxon State Banks, because I lived thirty 
years in Pennsylvania and often saw notes of 
adjoining States sell at from 2 to 6 per cent 
discount. Iama bDimetallist and favor the 
repeal of the Sherman law.

AN EX-NATIONAL BANK EXAMINER, 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 8.—Maj. H. V. San- 
der, Vice-President of the Columbia Finance 
and Trust Co., and ex-Nationa!l Bank Exam- 
mer, said: ‘* After the repeal of the Sherman 
law I think Congress should place a tax on 
the circulation of National banks no larger 
than necessary forthe maintenance of the 
office of the Comptroller of the Currency. 
Congress should also allow National banks to 
issue notes tothe full amount of bonds. If 
these twothings were done banks would be 
encouraged to increase their circulation. 
If the 10 per cent. tax on State banks shouid 
be repealed it would make the currency more 
elastic, but lam not prepared to go back on 
the National bank circulation, which I con- 
sider the best the country has ever had. 

A GEORGIA BANKER. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 8.—President R. J. 
Lowry, chairman of the Atlanta Clearing- 
house Association, is in favor of the repeal 
of the 10 per cent tax upon State banks only 
upon assurance that the money which would 
thus be issued was guarded at every point so 
as to be good anywhere in the Union and re- 
deemadle anywhere at par. It would bea 
good idea, said he, for the Governors of 
the different States to meet in Washington 
and in consultation with the Attorney-Gen- 
eral agree upon a plan to be adopted by all 
the States. This would make the State money 
practically national in character and would 
do away with the fearof wildcat banking.’’ 

INCREASE NATIONAL BANK POWERS. 

NEw ORLEANS, La., Sept. 8.—Mr. Albert 
Baldwin, President of the New Orleans 
National Bank, said: I would not consider 
it advantageous to repeal the 10 per cent tax 
on State banks with a view to their issuance 
ot currency based upon the State and munt. 
cipal. donds, as the former in the past has 
fluctuated largely in value, and the holders 
of such currency might lose, which has never 
been the case with the present system. With 
the repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman bill, permission should be given all 
banks to issue on all Government bonds de. 
posited with the Comptroller the par amount 
of such bonds in currency, and all banks 
should be permitted to deposit bonds to the 
amount of thefr capital and surplus.’’ 


FAVORS REPEAL. 
BALTIMORE, sept. 9.—Douglas H. Thomas, 
President of the Merchants’ National Bank, 
said: ‘*I think the 10 per cent tax unjust and 
wrong and it oughtto be repealed. At the 
same time due and proper safeguards should 
be thrown 3 gay security of the circula- 
tion of State ban One way to obtain the 
desired result was to make their notes re.

THE USELESS HOUSE OF LORDS. 


An Aristocratio Chamber That Is the 
Laughine Stock of the World 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

The House of Lords, which the home rule 
bill has broughtinto a foremost position in 
English politics, is, to American visitors to 
London, as interesting a body as the House 
of Commons, Americans are always anxious 
to witness a debate inthe chamber. Few of 
them succeed in this design, because a debate 
there is a very rare occurrence. Bilis 


are passed without debate, and in tne Lords 
in an hour, will ratity the work performed 
by the H use of Commons in a week, 
Although the House of Lords hasa member- 
ship of more than 400, it only requires three 
members to constitute a working body to 
transact business. At @n average session 
there are not more than half a dozen mem. 
bers present. They take action on the bilis 
passed by the House of Commons, and no 
important measures ever originate with the 
Lords. 

In the case of a man ofrealability asa 
statesman it is considered a misfortune 
when heis transferred from the House of 
Commons tothe House of Lords. This was 
the case with the Marguis of Hartington, so 
long prominent in the affairs of the House of 
Commons. When his father died and he be 
came the Duke of Devonshire he had to leave 
the lower house and practically retire from 
polities, Disraeli, however, continued to 
rule the Conservative — from the upper 
house after he became lord Beaconsfield, but 
it will be noticed that he did not take thig 
step, which was almost tantamount toa re- 
tirement, until very late in life. The pres- 
ent Lord Salisbury inthe House of Lords 
is compelled to relinquish much of the active 
work of political management, and this he 
has delegated to his nephew, Mr. Balfour, 
who is a member of the House of Commons 
and leads his party in debate. Mr. Glad. 
stone has many times been urged to accept a 
peerage anGyetire tothe upper house, but 
this proposition he declined to entertain, 
even when he retired several years ago from 
active politics. 

Haraly a doubt is entertained but that the 
Liberals ona platform of **Down with the 
House of Lords’’ would sweep the country, 
and the Lords, itis believed, would, after a 
reasonable resistance, pass almast any 
measure rather thanthus jeopardize their 
own existence as a legislative body. 
course a proposition to abolish the House of 
Lords would beavery different thing from 
proposing to abolish the aristocracy. 

The Lords themselves have debated in 
their own chamber various propositions to 
improve the upper House and bring it up to 
date, sothatit would have real power and 
not be a mere shadow. One of the favorite 

ropositions of Conservatives has been to 
m prove the House of Lords by the creation 
ofa large number of life peers. These were 
to be gentlemen of ability and influence, 
lifted from the House of Commons and from 
private life into the upper House, and to hold 
peerages which should become extinct 
upon their death, whether they ieft male 
heirsor not. That would restrict the num 
ber of rages, which the noblemen say 
have of late years been sorting altugether too 
common, and it would infuse life into the up- 
per house by borrowing ability from the 


people. 

The chamber of the House of Lordsis as 
large as that of the Commons and much 
more sumptuously fitted up. The body some- 
times sits as a court and Gecides contests over 
titles and other matters relating to the peer- 


age.

Moutrality of the Isthmus of Panama 
Guaranteed by This Government— 
Senate Tak on Repeal Interrupted by 
a Grievance Which Senator Teller 
™ A'red at Length—Washington Affairs.

ment of the islands in the event that 
confirms the recommendations 
which the President and Secretary Gresham 
are now engaged in preparing. As already 
foreshadowed in these dispatches the Ad- 
ministration is preparing to extend a limited 
protectorate \pver the islands, and the 
treaty to be negotiated will em- 
body the formal recognition by the United 
States of the Provisional Government, 
a guarantee of the absolute autonomy of the 
islands and a promise of protection against 
foreign interference or aggression, The 
United States has nosuchtreaty as is now 
contemplated with any other foreign Gov- 
ernmpnt, ercept the tripartite agreement 
with England and Germany guaranteeing 
the autonomy of Samoa, bat in at least three 
conventions with other powers this Govern- 
ment agrees to use its friendly offices to aid 
in composing any difficulties that may arise 
between the treaty-making power and other 
foreign nations. 

The treaty with China, negotiated in 1858, 
Provides as follows: ‘*There shall be, as 
there have always been, peace and friend- 
ship between the United States of America 
and the Ta Tsing Empire, and between®their 
people respectively. They shali not in- 
sult or oppress each other for 
Au trifiing cause, so as to produce an 
estrangement between them; and if any 
other nation should act unjustly or oppres- 
sively the United States will exert their 
good offices, on being informed of the case, 
to bring about an amicable arrangement of 
the question, thus showing their friendly 
feelings. 

The convention of 1878 with Samoa, which 
is still in force, contains this provision: lf. 
uphappily, any differences should have 
arisen, or shall hereafter arise between the 
Samoan Government and any other govern- 
mentin amity with the United States, the 
Government of the latter will employ its 
good offices for the purpose of adjusting 
those difficulties upon a satisfactory and 
solid foundation.’’ 

In the treaty with New Grenada (colombia) 
the United States undertakes to guarantee 
the possession of the Isthmus of Panama 
against allcomersin the following terms: 
**And, in order to secure to themselves the 
tranquil and constant enjoyment of these 
advantages, and as an especial com- 
pensation for the said advantages, 
and for the favors they have acquired by the 
éth, östh and 6th articles of this treaty, the 
United States guarantee positively and em- 
caciously to New Grenada, by the present 
stipulation, the perfect neutrality of the be- 
fore mentioned Isthmus, withthe view that 
the free transit from the one tothe Other sea 
may not be interrupted or embarrassed in 
any future time while this treaty exists, and 
in consequence the United States also guar- 
antee in the same manner the rights of sov- 
ereignty and property which New Grenada 
has and possesses over the std territory.

Wa6HINGTON, D. G., Sept. 9.—In the Senate 
there wes a small attendance to-day.

Ban, Scotland, Sept. 2.—The purple snad- 
ows of evening were falling among its heather 
swarded corries when we whirled through 
the Pass of Awe. Then came a long stretch 
of desolate looking death. Then followed 
dim glimpses of the weird ruins of Castle 
Dunstaffnage and the misty Falls of Lora.

RESULTS OF PROF. KOCH’S RECENT EX- 
PERIMENTS. 1 


The Comma Bacillus Found in the Human 

System in a Non-Poisonous State — 

How the Virus Is Developed—The Sore 

in the British Commens Has Abated— 
Among the Troops at Tours. 


BERLIN, Sept. 9.—The public mind is un- 
easy in regard to the Berlin water supply. 
Four cases of cholera have resulted from the 
drinking of Spree water. It has been claimed 
that the stream is pure and consequently free 
from cholera germs, Dut a recent discovery 
contradicts that assertion. Experiments in 
the Berlin Hygienic institute by Prof. Rubner 
and Dr. Davids of the Impecial Navy, show 
that Siemen’s water dolling apparatus 
effectually destroys all cholera germs. Water 
that has been boiled is passed through water 
in process of being heated, and thus the 
water already boiled is quickly cooled and 
ready for use at a great saving of cost. The ex- 
perience of Messrs. Rubner and Davids proves 
that all cholera germsare destroyed. The 
cost of sterilizing say 20,000 pints. of water 
isless than 60 cents. The apparatus feeds 
itself, Sixty pints can be sterilized inan 
hour with it and it occupies only a small 
space. The obtaining of bacteriological 
proof of Asiatic cholera has been much facil- 
Itated lately by the Dunham process, intro- 
duced by Prof. Koch, of breeding the comma 
bacillus in a solution of alkali and péptone. 
This process permits proof of the presence 
of the cholera bacillus in as brief a period as 
six hours occasionally and in all cases within 
twenty-four hours. The presence of the 
comma bacillus has been detected in persons 
with no other symptom of cholera and seem- 
ingly in perfect health, It must be men- 
tioned, though, that those persons had been 
in frequent personal communication with 
sufferers from Asiatic cholera. These new 
discoveries prove that bacillus may be 
present in the system in a non- poisonous 
State. So far nobody has discovered what 
produces the virus. The old theory 18 still 
believed, that disturbed functions of the 
stomach OF intestines will develop the cholera 
if the bacillus is in the system.

THE FRIGHT ABATED. 

Lo xbox, Sept. 9.—The cholera scare, 
started on Thursday in the House of Com- 
mons, has abated. The charwoman, who 
then was supposed to have died of Asiatic 
cholera, is believed now to have had merely 
severe English cholera. Careful examina- 
tion with the microscope failed to reveal the 
presence of Koch’s bacilli, and the physi- 
cian who conducted the investigation of the 
case agree that the alarm was a false one. It 
is reported also that the cases of cholera in 
Islington, Marylebone and elsewhere dur- 
ing the week were only cholerine. One 
good result of the scare in the 
House of Commons was the reconstruction 
ofthe drainage in the neighborhood of the 
Parliament building. Westminster Palace 
was built over a marsh and the sewers are 
lower thanthe Thames. The sewage there- 
fore has to be pumped up the main drain. 
During this process a horrible stench pre- 
valls in the House. Although the pumping 
is done inthe absence of members, it is be- 
lieved that the seaping of foul air caused 
the spread of influenza. The woman who 
died on Thursday is only one of many ser- 
vants who have been made sick by the odors 
from the sewage. 


FEAR OF YELLOW FEVER. 

Austin, Tex., Sept. 9.—The tramp Steamer 
Amethysist loaded with sugar from Havana, 
is quarantined at Galveston, and refusing to 
discharge her cargo into the quarantine 
ware-house for fumigation she will not be 
permitted to land at all. State Health OM- 
cer Swearengin returned from Galveston 
last night and he thinks the cargo Is infected 
with yellow fever. He said to-day. ‘‘I agreed 
to permit the discharge of the cargo if they 
would unload and store in the quarantine 
warehouse to be fumigated and remain there 
ten days, the stevedores handling it to be ac- 
climated persons. The ship was to be washed 
out and thoroughly fumigated and remain in 
quarantine five days thereafter, These were 
my conditions andif not accepted the ship 
can go back to Havana. It is reported here 
that she salliedto-day. Her owners are very 
indignant. 

AMONG TROOPS AT TOURS. 

Paris, Sept. 9.—Owing to the lack of good 
drinking water, several cases of cholera have 
occurred among the troops engaged in 
cavalry evolutions at Tours. Several cases

HICCOUGH MALADY. 

VINELAND, N. J., Sept. 9.—The hiccough 
malady has again broken out here and it 
seems to be gettingepidemic. A few weeks 
since 8. O. Garrison, Superintendent of the 
New Jersey Training School, was brought 
almost to death’s door after hiccoughing for 


five days. Two weeks later another of Vine- 
land's citizens hiccoughed for four days 
and now the life of Wm. H. Neal, also con- 
nected with the training school, is despaired 
of, as he has been hiccoughing for three days 
and the physicians say that they cannot stop 
them. Many of the remedies which were 
poured in at the time of Mr. Garrison’s sick- 
ness have been tried but to no avall.

An open expression of opinion from an 
Indian ig unusual, and a letter addressed 
to the of the Kansas City Times,’’ 
from an I n ofthe Territory and printed 
in that paper, is indeed surprising in text 
and unique in argument. It comes from 
Sleeping Bear, a Caddo Indian, and is dated 
at the Kiowa and Comanche Agency at Ana- 
darko, I. T. The epistie is headed boldly 


Indian Opinion of the White People and of 

the United States Government.“ It is writ- 

ten plainly in ink, in close lines and covers 

nine pages of long legal paper. Sleeping 

Bear has very strong kes and dislikes, it is 

a nd a very poor opinion of some 
m’s representatives. 

Re port is that there are going td open the 
Wichita and Caddo country, whichis known 
as County I,’’ he says: 

It is true enough our country is sold if the people 
would listen to these one-horsé newspapers. I 
know Mr. Harrison sent three wolfs down in tnis 
territory, and had the nerve to call them commis- 
sioners, to make treaty with the Indian if they could 
for their lan is and have the Indian to take their 
land in 88 here, and bulldosed us In- 
Staus around. Hat treaty is now waiting the ac- 
tion of Congress. We don't know anything about 
that treaty, as these three wolfs lied to us people. 
As we have three men which goes by the name of 
chiefs, these wolf commissioners gave them a good 
many presents to sign their names to this snide 
treaty, aud told them if they would get some of the 
ethers to sign this treaty they woul! give them a big 
lot of money. So tome of the Indian sign this pa- 
per, not know what they were signing. 

1 is his laudation of President Cleve- 
nd:

Now the Washington we have 
now, whichis President Cleveland, we are not un- 
easy about having our land stolen from us; for we 
know Mr. Cleveland from 1885, God bless our new 
Washingtom aud all bie chiefs. He made things 
straight fer us in 1895, and now he has to come back 
and make things straightagcain. When the people 

ets a good man like Mr. Cleveland why don't they 
fold on tohim? Now we have a good man. i don't 
seeany use in changing him. “I think it is better for 
the white people tokeep a hog after he is fat. be- 
cause it don't cost much to feed him, whereas, if 
you putalotof poor hogs Into a pen évery four 
vears your corn-crib will be empty aii the time, like 
it is nov. 

This is the way he pays his respeets to 
President Harrison and intending settlers: 


This last lot of hogs turned out cost the people a 
terrible lot of money and the Indiana terrible lot of 
land. And yet the white people are not satisfied, 
There are an ignorant class around here squealing 
forthe Caddo and Wichita const to be opened 
like alot of pigs squealing after their mother when 
they are hungry, and stlilI dont know how many 
hundred claims there are over in the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe country that is not taken yet, besides the 
Cherokee Strip, which is about to come in. Us 
Caddo and Wichitas den’t want to sel! their country 

et, for we don’t know how to make their living by 

arming like a white person, and I see there are 
2 of white people that ean’t make a good living 

farming. We will take Kansas for an example, 
Then besides if we have to come Gown to 160 acres 
we will be compelled to sell our horses and cattle, 
as 160 acres won't be range enough for our stock, 
and nobody ean depend on just farming alone in this 
country. 

Sleeping Bear is a well-informed historian. 
His account of the relations of his nation 
with the United States inthe past is replete 
with interest. He says: 


Then I think this Government owes us Caddos a 
great deal more than it can give us for the service 
we done time of the civil war. We stayed at home 
and whenever any ofthe other tribes started inte 
Texas or other States to plunder, us Caddos went 
after them, and if they would not come back they 
had to take whatever we give them. Now, all that 
is forgotten. After the war a geod many of us were 
scouts and guides for the Government, and now 
to-day we are ona small reservation as those In- 
diaas who are prisoners of war. 
Sleeping Bear discusses 
dentally and says: 

Of course Indian doesn’t know mach, but he does 
know there is one Father over all, who made the 
sun, moon, the world and — . that is in it. 
This Father all Indians worship, but the white 
people has I don’t know how many churches and 
each church has ite own God. I suppose It there 
are only one God what is the use of having so many 
churehes? The white people send missionary to 
China, civilize the Chinaman; same time the China- 
man can dete back 3,000 years father than the 
white man and yet they don’t know anything about 
the flood or Nos ark, Neither does the Indian know 
anything about the flood; God has never told us. 


Senator Dawes, despite his notable reputa- 
tion as a friend ofthe Indian, is the subject 
ofacaustic criticism from Sleeping Bear’s 
pen. His opinion of the Massachusetts 
statesmanis forcibly expressed inthe fol- 
lowing extracts: 

„Us Indian finds we have some friends yet. There 
are not all iike Senator Dawes. Ifa white man marry 
an Indian woman him aad her musi leave the reser- 
vation and go to the States to live, weather he has a 
home there or not. Whenever a white man or 
woman marry an Indian in my tribe we want them to 
stay hear at home with us. ‘hat can we learn from 
a white person if they have toleaveus? Another 
thing, when our women marrys a white man we ail 
know him to be a good man before hand. Now his 
wife wont go to the States with him. Now what is 
Mr. Dawes going to do now? Make them part

RESERVOIR FOR WINE. 


The Shortage in Casks Forces Wine- 
Growers to Build Cisterns. 


Written for the SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 

The European wine crop is abundant this 
year, and greatly in excess of previous years. 
But wime-growers find themselves ham- 


red by a very strange state of affairs. 
Inere are not enough casks and barrels in 
the market to hold the product, and the 
coopers have taken advantage of this con- 
dition and have advanced the price of their 
ware to an almost prohibitive charge. A 
cask which in ordinary times brought from 60 
to 70 cents costs now $2 and more. 

In order to relieve the pressure wine mer- 
chants have again resorted to a custom 
adopted some years ago in the Lower Loire 
district, that of building cisterns or tanks 
of Portland cement for holding the wine, 
Cisterns of this kind are used in many of the 
oriental countries and in Spain and Algiers 
for all common grades of wine. But they 
must be handled with extreme care in order 
to prevent alteration of the wine 
confinea in them. Of late years 
these cisterns have been Lined with 
silicate of potash, which makes a first-rate 
varnish, and protects the wine against harm: 
ful disintegration of the masonry. But as it 
is necessary to build these tanks some time 
in advance in order to apply the silicate lin- 
ing, and the barrel shortage was not ex- 
—— by the French wine -growers at the 

eginning of the season, it is Impossible to 
resort to this means of relief. However, the 
glass works of Saint-Gobain have stepped 
into the breech with a new processof making 
@ giass lining for these cisterns.

Before Killing Ol4 Man Paul She Con- 
fessed the Murder of a Previous 
Husband—Conflicting Evidence Re- 
@arding the Dates of the Crimes— 
Dramatic Scenes in Jatl. 


MIppDLETowy, N. V., Sept. 9.—Lizzie Hallt- 
day was a murderess before she became the 
wife of old Paul, if the story told by the lat- 
ter’s son, Robert, to the Post- DISPATCH cor - 
spondent to-day is true, Robert said that a 
few months after the marriage the new 
wife became moody and depressed, and 
straggely silent. When Paul asked her what 
wasthe matter she would answer angrily ana 
evasively, At last one day in an unusually 
angry fit, she told him that she did not like 
him any more and that she would surely 
some day fix him, as she had another man in 
the old country. she would not tell him 
what she meant, but sometime later, frst 
binding the old man by oath not to repeat the 
story, she said that several years before she 
was married toa man in Ireland and tired of 
him. 86 one night she arose from his side as 
he lay asleep, crept outside, where she had 
secreted a huge stone, and crushed ber hus- 


band’s head with It. 

Old Paul told his son, Robert, the frightful 
story and said he would leave her at once, 
but she suddenly changed in her mood when 
he told her this and assured him that she 
would not harm him, as she truly loved him. 
Later she often referred tothe murder and 
sald she had never been found out, because 
she wastoo sharp for the authorities and 
could fool the best doctors into Delleving 
that she was insane, Strangely enough, the 
old man continued to live with her and, in- 
deed, seemed more than ever infatuated 
with her. 

One time when she drove with him near the 
lunatic asylum at Middletown she told him 
that she had fooled all the doctors there, and 
he believe it and actually began bragging 
himself to his children of his wife’s clever- 
ness. He told Robert once that he would live 
with her if he knew she bad killed her 
mother. Mrs. Halliday says she was in a 
delicate condition when she killed her hus- 
band in Ireland, She is in the same condi-

JOHN P. ALTGELD. 


Hew a Poor Boy From Prussia Became 
Governor of the Great State of Illinois. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

CuIcAGO, III., Sept. 8.—Though critics may 
differ as to the manner in which he has used 
them, the life of Gov. John PF. Altgeld of 
Illinois illustrates the opportunities which 
this country offers to a poor boy. The present 
Governor of the third State of the Union in 
population was born in Prussia in 188 His 
father was a wagonmaker, and was very 
poor. Rat the Governor says that both his 
grandfathers were soldiers of Napoleon I. 
when Prussia was under his rule and was 
furnishing her quota to his armies. 

The Altgelds came to this country when the 
present Governor was very young, and set- 
tled near Yansfield, O., on a farm. Young 
Altgeld’s life was that of the usualfarm boy 
ofthe West. His most serious duty in life at 
that time was to carry butter,eggs and 
garden produce tothe Mansfield market and 
sell them. 3 1 f 

Young Altgeld was getting his education in 
books and farm work’ when the civil war be- 
gan and reached its height. In 1864, when the 
fighting in Virginia was at its heaviest and 
Grant was trying to crush Lee, there was a 
call for more troops. Altgeld enlisted. He 
was but 16. But there many soldiers younger 
than he in either army.

Sohere at the (hicaxzo con- 
vention the Tbeosophists will have the lon«- 
wished for opportunity of telling the world 
just what Theosophy its. They have been 
very fortunate in obtaining recognition 
from the Theological Boar: of the Fair, two 
whole days have been set aside for the ex- 
clusive presentation of lhensophty. ' 

Ir the Congress of Relizionsatthe Fair is 
unigue in marking the rst time in history 
that reiigionists from all over the world will 
meet on the same platform and discuss each

other’s dogmas, the Theosophical Congress 
willl be still more so. It will be an epitome of 
the whole convention. All religious systems 
will be presented from its platform, yet the 
various exponents will all e members of the 
same body. That is tosay, that although 
Protestantism, Hebrewism, Brahmintsm, 
Buddhism, etc., will be treated, the various 
exponents will call themselves Theosophists 
and will recognize one another as brothers, 
None will claim that his religion is the only 
true one or better than somebody else’s, Lut 
will admit that each system is only a part of 
a harmonious whole. The congress will de. 
gin on the i6th and end on the ié6th, and ir 
ever there was a 8 religious gather- 
ing this ought to be one.

In the 
Bhagavad-Gita, one of the Hindoo books, 
the Supreme Being is made to say in ulle- 
gory: “‘Of the Mise ot secret Knowledge I 
am their silence,“ which means that the 
wise show their wisdom by silence. This fits 
quite well with Mr. Judge. He is credited by 
Iheosophists with being in possession of 
more occult knowledge than peri.aps any 
other member of the society, excepting, of 
course, the Adepts, who are declared to 
ossess all knowledge. Kut whatever mys- 
erlous secrets r. Judge is in posses- 
sion of, he keeps well to himself. He 
is, in tact, the Sphinx among Theosophists, 
There will be no more interesting figure at 
the convention than Prof, Ganendra Nath 
Chakravart!, who has come all the way from 
Inala to attend. Prof. ‘ hakravarti is pro- 
fessor of mathematics at Allahabad College 
Aliahabad, India, and isa man of fine pres- 
ence, well educated in English as weil as 
Sanscrit, and is a fluent speaker. Heisa 
bigh cast Brahmin, but sacrificed his rank 
several years ago so that he could work un- 
restricted for Theosophy. lf a Brahmin 
crosses the seas away from his native land 
he loses his rank. Prof. Chakravarti did it 
repeatedly, so he is now only a — Hindoo, 
The Theosophists are particularly pleased 
over the presence of the professor for three 
reasons, One is because the Brahmin has 
shown by his sacrifice of rank his devotion to 
Theosopuy; the second is because it is be. 
lieved the West will change its poor opinion 
of the East when it beholis a man who hals 
from a country often supposed to be on y half 
civilized, and finds bim thoroughly familiar 
with the sciences and religions of the West;

Dr. Dharmapala will doubtless be the 
youngest delegate tothe Parliament of Ke- 
ligions among those who represent great srs- 
tems. Helis barely 80 years old. He is a man 
of much learning and is highly esteemed by 
his countrymen for bis enthusiastic devotion 
and purity of life. 

Dr. J. D. Buck of Cincinnati is another of

against their selection.

FINISHED YESTERDAY. 


The Pastimes’ New Grounds at De Hodia- 
mont Are Ready for the Games. 


The Pastime Athletic Club’s elegant new 
grounds at De Hodiament were finished yes- 
terday and formally turned over by the con- 
tractor to the club management. This is an 
event the club members have for years been 
longing for,and now that their fondest hopes 
have been realized, they propose to celebrate 
the event with becoming grandeur on Tues- 
day, Sept. 19.

A shorttime before noon Brown went to 
the home of Miss Wolfscale, where she was 
Alone, her parents not having come home 
for the mid-day meal, and although the 
particulars of the shooting are Dut surmises, 
it is evident that he shot her 
in an east room of the house and that she 
dragged herself into another room, where 
she was found dead with a pistol shot 
tnrough her heart by the neighbors a short 
time afterward, After shooting her young 
Brown ran from the house and to his own 
home and on the street in front of the house 
he placed the pistol to bis right breast and 
sent a bullet crashing through hig body. He 
is stillliving but is not expected to recover. 

Both of the young people moved in Chin 
cothe’s best colored society. 


FOR ROBBING MAIL BOXES. 
NEw ORLEANS, La., Sept. 9.—Chas. McGloin 
and Wesley Mayfield were arrested to-day 
for robbing mail boxes. The particular 
offense with which they are charged is 
abstracting a letter containing $10 from the 


postal box in front of the Loulsiapa Lottery 
Dbullding. Mayfield is charged with the 
actual work, McGloin heaving confessed 
through ill-feeling over the division of the 
spoils. He says Mayfield used a bent wire 
and succeeded in getting four letters out of 
the box. They then tried a mail box at an 
adjoining corner, from which one letter was 
abstracted, but this contained no money.

Panis, Tex., Sept. 9.—A bold, but unsuc- 
cessful, attempt was made to hold up the 
south-bound Frisco passenger train at Lilly, 
Ark., ive miles north of Van Buren, last 
night. Four men boarded a freight train,

After the train had 
one some distance it was discovered that 
he red lights on the rear of the 
caboose had been stolen. Surmising the 
— ofthe four men who did it at the 
rst station, he wired Conductor Titus in 
charge of the passenger, as to what had 
happened, and to look out fora hold-up at 
Liliy. Onapproaching that place the red 
lights were discovered, The engineer un- 
derstood the meaning, and, pulling the 
throttle wide open, the train fairly few until 
Von Buren was reached.

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—The poll of the WorLpD 
and the Posr-DisPpatcn of the sentiment of 
the South on the question of repealing the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman law Is con- 
cluded to-day. In all 371 towns have been 
polled. The public sentiment in 276 of these 
is reported by men of various parties and 
opinions, but all professing absolute impar- 


tlalty, to demand immediate and uncondi- 
tional repeal. Inoniy thirty-one towns 18 
there reported to be a prevailing sen- 
timent against repeal. The reporis 
from the other sixty-four towns 
show a sentiment always for repeal, but witb 
a disposition to exact with it conditions 
looking towards tree coinage. Georgia, 
Florida and Loulsiana join with the other 
silver States of the South in insisting on the 
repeal of the purchasing clause of the Sher- 
manlawasa necessary preliminary to any 
financial legislation.

An alligator gar measuring s feet 2 inches in 
engthand weighing 220 pounds, was caught at 
the foot of Rutger street at 5 o’ clock last even- 
ing by two fishermen, Wm. Rosenburg of 139 
Park avenue and Henry Ham of 1506 South 
Second street. This monster was caught by 
the method known as ‘‘jugging,’’ or ‘‘*block- 
ing.,“ on a Johnson hook In his frantic 
struggles for life and liberty he came near 
overturning the skiff and, But for the gaff 
hook, would never have been landed.

That there was a reason for the uneasiness 
ofthe cotton tradeof whatthe Goverment 
report on cotton would show up was shown 
“when the report was made public yesterday. 
That the crop was not doing 
well was well known, but the 
report exceeded all expectation. It 
shows, however, that the late advance was 
well founded and gives more stability to 
present prices, which were thought to 
be high by many in the trade. The 
report shows a deciine in the 
condition oi the crop from Aug of 7 points, 
the average now being 73.4, as against 80.4 
last month and 76.8 last year. Ihts is the 
lowest Sept condition since 1881, which was 
70, and is 10 points below the average for 
fourteen years. Unfavorable weather, 
drought, ravages of insects, rust and the 
hurricane contributed to this result. Second 
growth and sprouting and rotting in bolls 
are reported in Alabama. The Mississippi 
crop is Going fine and in Texas the 
lant is small. English manu- 
acturers are offering freeiy for American 
cotton and tbeir takings at Liverpool the past 
week were on a fairly liberal scale. The 
movement of the crop Is light, receipts since 
Sept. 1 falling much below what they were 
last year. Ihe late advance and damage re- 
ports have evidently caused some uneas!- 
ness among Lancashire spinners and unless 
the movement of the crop shows some ma- 
terial increase itis expected that they will 
Sprper as buyers of cotton against their sales 
ofcloth. The price of cotton is now at the 
highest point touched for a long time, and 
indications are that it is going to hold. There 
was a fair demand for cotton iu St. Louis the 
past week, sales aggregating 4,118 bales. The 
price of middling cotton is now uc, as com- 
pared to 7%c last week and 7c two weeks ago. 


Trading in hay the past week was fairly 
active on the best grades and on these some 
advance over ruling prices the week before 
was obtained. Receipts fell off consider- 
able for the week, the total being 2.747 tons, 
against 8,480 the week before. Shipments 
show a slight increase, 400 tons, axuainst 877 
tons the previous week. The decrease in 
receipts was mainly in the desirabie grades, 
for which there wasa steadily increasing 
local as well asa slightly better order de- 
mand, and a much better feeling was man- 
ifest. The market on the low grades shows 
no improvement. stocks of this class of 
hay are excessive and, with only a light 
demand and at very low figures, little Im- 
provement can be looked for until present 
accumulations are marketed. In prairie 
the market was active and higher, the best 
grades selling up fully csi per ton, while 
the medium grades advanced 25@50c per ton 
and there was ready sale for current re- 
celipts. There was more straw arriving, 
and the local demand was better;sales re- 
ported through the week and there was 
quite a number, were 50c higher than the 
average sales of the week before.

In this compilation the requirement of En, 
gland is placed at 181,000,000 bu, France at 
48,000,000 bu, Germany at 31,000,000 bu, Aus- 
tria at 35,375,000 bu, Belgium at 24,000,000 bu. 
The exportable surplus of the United States 
is estimated at 144,000,000 bu, India at 37,000, 
000 bu, Russia at 100,000,000 bu and Hungary

The Bulletin des Halles is away off in its 144,- 
000,000 bu exportabie surplus from the United 
States, and with the official crop of France 
placed at 274,000,000 bu, that country will 
need to import more than 43,000,000 bu. 


Wo are going to have a better demand for 
our nour this season than for several years 
past, says a miller who confines most of his 
sales to supplying the domestie trade. The 
big business to the Southeast, which in form- 
er years was controlled by the millers in the 
middie States, gradually drifted away from 
us and went to millers further west, notably 
those in Nebraska and Kansas, who were fa- 
vored with milling transit freight rates. This 
in connection with the fact that they were 
nearer the points of consumption and were 
also getting wheat cheaper than our millers 
could buy it, enabled them to sell four much 
cheaper than we could. I know ofinstances 
where they sold flour 20c to #c per Dbi 
cheaper than we could afford to, and the 
consequence was that this trade was lost to 
us all last season. This year, however, con- 
have changed, and if 1 am 

mistaken the St. Louls, 
and Ohio millers 
will de doing a bigger business in that sec- 
tion than ever fore. The simple fact 1s 
that the Western millers have not got the 
wheat this year to enable them to make 
enough flour tocompete for this trade. In 
all my correspondence with the Southeastern 
trade Jean read between the lines that they 
want flour, and the best of it is that they are 
willing to pay up for it in good shape; in 
fact, there seems to be no possibility ofa dit. 
ference of opinion arising as regards values, 
as they are not haggling about present 
pricev. They think flour is cheap, and there 
is hardly any dcubt but what they will in- 
crease their purchases from time to time as 
monetary matters ease up and become more 
settled, That their supplies are low is shown 
by the fact that every time an order is 
placed they give orders for prompt ship- 
ments, indicating that they want the flour.’’

FINANCIER OF TWO STATES. 

Hon. E. M. Donaldson Made and Unmade 


Banks in Iowa and Kansas. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 9,—Dispatches 


from the City of Mexico state that E. Mu. 


Donaldson, the Kansas Napoleon of finance, 
who Is charged with having been the cause 
of the wreck of eleven banks in that 
State, is living in Pueblo, where he has 
published a lengthy statement denying all 


accusations made against him, Donaldson 
had a meteoric career as a financier, which 
entities him to rank well up with any of the 
great speculators whose bubbles’ of enter- 
prise have been pricked by the pressure 
the recent tight times. He was secre- 
tary of the Sloux City Union Trust 
Co. and president of the First National 
Bank of Monon, Kan., when his 
collapse came. While he operated exten- 
sively in Kansas, Iowa was his favorite fel i. 
He was the Zimri Dwiggins of the Hawkeye 
State. Nine years ago E. M. Donaldson re- 
tired from the Principalship of the City 
School of Marion, Kan., and started into the 
realestate and loan business in that city. 
Capitalists were induced to go into the com- 
pany and they formed the Union Trust Co., 
with headquarters at Manchester. 
Shortly after this they purchased 
the first National Bank of Marion and 
and moved into a handsomely furnished 
building that had been erected by Donaldson

The ranches he started were 
elaborate affairs, but the enormous expense 
of feeding made it evident to all that they 
were not realizing any profit from the invest- 
ment. However, be continued purchasing 
land and farming on a large scale until the 
crash came. 

the bank stood the run for awhile, but 
closed down and finally went into the hands 
of the Comptroller. It was after this that 
Donaldson’s system of raising money came 
to light, He would, it is alleged, take notes 
from men in his employ claiming to be se- 
cured by mortgages on cattle, lands, crops, 
etc. These mortgages were only myths. He 
would declare big dividends Eastand pay 
them from the capitaland borrowed money. 
His whole career seemed to be to rob Peter to 
pay Paul. He borrowed $50,000 from the Na- 
tional Bank of Kansas City, giving as security 
cattle mortgages he held, after relieving 
these mortgages himself and remortgagin 
the same to others. The bank discovere 
the manner in which Donaldson had been 
operating and threatened him with prosecu- 
tion so that he straizhtened the ma ter up. 
There are many Other transactions similar to 
the above, and there are warrants out for 
his arrest. The statement is made that he 
owes Over $560,000. 

From the outset of his business career Don- 
aldson never regarded expense. He never 
seemed to care for the ordinary pleasures of 
life: never went toa party, ball or theater, 
and never went driving. He was a ceaseless 
worker and full of visionary schemes. In 
conducting his business he never knew the 
distinction between night and day or week 
days and Sundays. He worked all the time 
that he was not asleep. He was strictly 
temperate in his habits. He neither drank 
nor used tobacco and was never heard to ut- 
tor an oath. He never attended church and 
was a theosophist. 

He is represented as being the most plaus!- 
ble talker and writer on new financial 
schemes that ever filtted across the Western 
horizon. He never had the slightest trouble 
in getting the mast conservative business 
men to see schemes as he wanted them to. 
He was a second Col. Sellers. One of the 
shrewdest business men in Chicago sunk $75, - 
000 in Donaldson’s schemes. 


REFUSED TO RATIFY. 


The Dominion Government Will Not In- 
spect Immigrants at Quebec. 


OTTAWA, Sept. 9.—The Dominion Govern- 
ment hag refused to ratify the agreement 
entered into with the steamship and railroad 
transportation companies by which it was 
proposed that an officer of the American 
Government should be stationed at Quebec 
to investigate all immigrants passing 
through en route to the United States to save 
the trouble and delay of inspecting at the 
boundary line. The propo arrangement 
had two objects in view, the one to m the 
requirements of the alien labor law and the 
other to insure a rigid quarantine inspection, 
the immigrants passing the inspection to be 
furnished at Quebec with a certificate or 
passport, which on presentation would en- 
able them to pass into the United States 
without further delay at the international 
poundary. .

A concession, ro- 
luctantly granted, was revoked, and not till 
four anda half months before the opening of 
the Fair wasthe final permission given. It 
took just six months to have the wheel con- 
structed. June 21 was the frst day fixed for 
starting it. Then came a moment of intense 
suspense. Would it answer the touch of its 
driving gear? A finger was lifted and a throt- 
tle opened. The great wheel began to re. 
volve! A burst of applause went up. Mr. 
Ferris had justified his confidence in himself. 
The new invention was a success. 

What the spectators saw was a monster 
wheel, somewhat resembling a huge bicycle, 
revolving between two towers. Around it, 
suspended between the two crowns by great 
steel tension pins, were thirty-six cars, each 
capable of seatiny sony. people. 

The entire structure is,of steel. The great 
Axle is the largest piece of steel ever forged, 
being 8 inches in dlameter, 451-6 feet long 
and weighing fifty-six tong. The cost of this 
piece of steel alone was 744000. 

fter all, to the casual eye, there seems 
nothing very original in the structure except 
its immensity, It seems little more than a 
magnification of the ordinary razgzie-dazzie 
ofthe county tair. This is only to the casual 
view, however. The civil engineer and the 
mechanician know that a principle of real 
scientific value has been enforced by Mr. 
Ferris. The application of the tension spoke 
to wheels of large dimension has been vin- 
dicated. Hitherto the famous 85-foot tension 
wheel, employed in a mill in Scotland, was 
looced upon as the acme of possibie achieve 
ment. Buthere is a wheel eight or nine 
times larger There is no reason why large 
wheels, if necessary, rhould not be made. 
The expense of the tension spoke is far 
smaller than that ofthe stiff spoke, such as 
was used in the Corliss engine at the Phila- 
delphia Centennial. Mr. Ferris believes that 
the tension principle is capable of almost 
indefinite application. ‘**I would not be sur- 
prised,’’ he says, ‘‘tosee the pinion wheel 
on the watch ten years from now 
made with a tension spoke. He explains 
that in the construction of a watch the great 
point to be overcome is the variation in ex- 
nsion due to atmospheric conditions. He

. I., in 1881. For twenty months, he was 
engaged in railroad work in West Virginia. 
Later he assisted in bullaing the big bridge 
at Henderson, Ky. He also built the immense 
cantilever bride across the Ohio River,at 
Oincinnatl. He is a resident of Pittsburg, 
and the head of one of the largest civil and 
metalurgical engineering rms in the 
country.

Under the head of profession, 
occupation, etc., a number of Hindoos ad- 
mit candidly that they are protessional 
debtors, constant borrewers,’’ or *‘men 
of secret resources. Others have put them- 
selves on record as thieves, viliage thieves 
and brigands. Some of more modest aspira- 
tions call themselves tavern-keepers, vis- 
itors of taverns, traveling story. 
tellers,mendicants, pensioners on their sons- 
in-law, or simply idlers. One Hinudoo says 
that he cannot work because he is a fool. 
Others confess to a more serious occupation, 
such as „e xpounder of oracies,’’ ere ex- 
a miner,“ Sorcerer, storm prophet,’’ 
tam: tam player, doctor of Greek medi- 
eine.““ Another says that he conducts a 
marriage bureau for young domestics, a sec- 
ond deciares that he is making a business 
of marrying off his daughters for money,’’ 
which latter is undoubtedly a very lucrative 
feld.

Homes and Haunts of Robert Burns, the 
Plowman Poet. 
Special Correspondenee SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
AYR, Scotland, Sept. 1.—In that broad and 
meatureless sense in which a poet of the 
people knits his personality adorably into 
the heartsofan entire nation, all of grand 
old Scotia is truly the Land of Burns.“ In 
acluser geographical respect, where both 
personality and genius have been all-pervad- 
ing, and have left on every band some mem- 


ory of association and enduring reminder of 
the bard's actual presence, there are, pro. 
vincially, distinctively two ‘‘Burns’ Lands“ 
in Bonnie Scotland. 

These are Ayrshire, onthe Firth of Clyde, 
and Dumfriesshire, on the Solway Firth, ad- 
joining counties of Southwestern Scotland, 
From the top of Merrick Mountain in the 
northern part of Kirkcudbrightshire, which 
wedges a Strip of glorious hill country up to 
the north between the two former sbires, to 
which Ihad tramped to wander down the 
Doon from its very source, the sight. can 
traverse the entire breadth of both the Ayr- 
shire Land of Burns and the Land of Burns of 
Dumfriesshire,

A New Wind Mill.

MAKING BRICKS BY ELEOTRICITY. 


A Superior Article Turned Out in One Day 


and Cheap Clay Utilized. 

It is now claimed that brick can be made 
by the application of electricity. The clay 
is temperod by passing an electric current 
through it, which disintegrates at the same 
time particles of iron, rock and other re- 
fractory substances. Bricks can be made 
from the mud and ready for the mason inside 
one day, and at a price so reduced that a 
brick house will be within the means of all 
who build. 

Itisclaimed that tho current applied to 
mol Drick for three hours will give them 
a hardness which cannot be attained in the 
kiln in three days, — heated to the 
greatest possible extent. ore kinds of clay 
can be used by this process than could form- 
erly handled. ay containing mineral 
substances, and more especially iron, has 
had to be rejected heretofore, because the 
heating of these substances inthe burning of 
the brick caused them to crack, and in many 
cases fy to pieces. In the new process the 

resence of such minerals isa real advan- 

because the action of electricity on the 
ores causes an intense heat which gives the 
brick a greater hardness than can given 
clay free from minerals. 
apparatus required, besides the 
plant u in nerating the current, is a 
table covered with tron molds for the brick. 
the most convenient size being 8x14 feet, this 
being large enough to hold molds for 1,000 
brick. The moids have covers of iron which, 
when the molds are filled with clay, are fas- 
tened down securely and the current applied, 
which imparts an intense heat to the molds 
and their contents. The covers are opened 
by an automatic arrangement when the brick 
are ciently burned;then the current is 
turned off and the brick are dumped into the 
the piles of the manufactured article. With 
this process drying and burning kilns are 
done away with and the expense of generat- 
ing the current necessary to accomplish this 
is Very much loss than the price of fuel used 
in the Kiln. :

A Memphis man has a patent for an eéicc- 
tric — exterminator, which is de. 
signed to kill the rank vegetation which 
grows along railroad beds and highways in 
tropical countries. The apparatus,including 
dynamo and engine or batteries, is placed on 
a car and furnishes a current, which is sent 
through all the adjacent vegetation by 
means of a brush when the car is moved 
along the track. The same principleis ap- 
plicable, of course, to the weeds and grasses 
of a cultivated fleld. 

Londoners are trying to show that Benja- 
man Franklin was not the frst experimenter 
in atmospheric electricity or the inventor of 
the liahtüing rod. It is said that a Catholic 
priest named Procopius Diwisch as early as 
June 15, 1754, noticed that lightning was an 
electric spark and worked outa complete 
theory of atmospheric electricity. At this 
time he was living in a small Bohemian 
village, and he constructed a rod having 324 
needle points, connecting the bottom of it to 
the earth. Why he didn't advertise the fact 
at the time is not mentioned. 

The value of ozone as a purifier and its 
manufacture by an electrical process has 
been very thoroughly gone into in England. 
Experiments have been carried on for over 
a year and a half in one of the large laborato- 
ries, which have embraced testing Ozone as 
an exterminator of every conceivable sort of 
insect, germ and bacteria, as well as deter- 
mining the exact cost of manufacturing it 
electrically on a large scale. The results as 
given out are on the whole very satisfactory, 
and seem to show that by the use of elec- 
tricity ozone will shortly become a compara- 
tively cheap commercial product. 

It is well known that opaque globes absorb 
a very large amount of the light ofare pot 
and whatever present style of globe is used a 
dark shadow is cast directly below the lamp. 
To avoid these difficulties a new style of 
globe has been brought out in France made 
of transparent glass, with circular depres- 
sions, having such faces as to form lenses 
(similarly to the well-known light-house 
lenses), the curvatures of which are so cal- 
culated that they refract and reflect so as to 
diffuse the light. Such globes may be made 
of pressed glass, and although more ex- 
pensive they diffuse light much more eco- 
nomically than absorbing opal or ground 
glass globes. 

The electrical process for the artificial 
manufacture of diamonds, by which some 
perfect, though minute stones, have been 
made, is described as follows: About 200 
grammes ofa mixture of cast-iron and car- 
bonized sugar is placed in as:crucible of car- 
bon, resting in a bed of magnesia, the whole 
being placed in a specially designed furnace 
heated by an electric arc to about 3,000 degs. 
Centigrade. Afterfive or six minutes’ sub- 
jection tothis intense heat the crucible and 
its contents are plunged very quickly into 
cold water. The interior is thus subjected 
to high pressure, which solidifies the car- 
bon. On dissolving the metal with acid a 
number of very small dlamonds are found,

A FALL OF 3,000 FEET. 


How Andreas Seiler and Guide Biner 
Lost Their Lives on the Matterhom. 


The Rev. C. T. Porter, English Chaplain at 
Zermatt, has sent to London Times some par- 
ticulars, gathered from an eye-witness, of 
the distressing accident that took place on 
the Matterhorn recently. I believe, he says, 
this expedition to climb the Lion of 
Zermatt’’ originated with,Herr Andreas 
Seller, a young man of18 years, who invited 


a friend, Mr. Oscar Gysi Manchester, to ac. 
company him, and engaged three guides— 
Johann Biner, aged 23, Josef Taugwalder, 
and Leo Moser. he ascent was made from 
the Italian side, the most difficult and dan- 
gerous. The mountaineers started together, 
but after a while young Seiler determined to 
push on in advance of the rest of the party, 
with Biner for his companion. All went weil 
till towards 8 0’clock in the afternoon, by 
which time the travelers had nearly reached 
the new ‘‘Cabine de la Tour,’’ erected by the 
Italian Alpine Club ata height of 12,760 feet 
up tbe mountain’s side. Suddenly the 
guides Taugwalder and Moser were startled 
witn what they thought to be the sound of 
falling stones. To avold this 
danger they pressed themselves, with 
Mr. Gysi, close to the rock. ‘Their horror 
can be better imagined than expressed when 
they saw the bodies of Seller and Biner shoot 
past them and within two or three yards of 
the spot where they were clinging tothe 
mountain. The catastrophe might easily 
have involved the whole party. How it hap- 
pened no one will ever Know, as the two vie- 
tims had climbed out of sight of their com- 
panions.

‘ Et ton gives some in- 
teresting statistics In regard to Federal and 
Confederate pensions. He contrasts them as 


follows: 
First and last during the civil war, it is 


876,068 were on the pension rolis last year, 
and it is estimated that 1,000,000 will be ro- 
ceiving oo by the close of the present 
year. The approprtation for 1893 for federal 
pensions was $146,737,850, which an antici- 
pated deficit may increase to $170,000,000 or 
more. There a sven national soldiers“ 
homes, with 14, inmates, and twenty 
State Union soldiers’ homes, with 5,325 in- 
mates. 

It is estimated that 600,000 soldiers enlisted 
inthe Confederate army. Of this number 
26,538 persons, including widows, were pen- 
sioned last year by the States in which they 
live, receiving altogether $1,023,730, and 793 
were in soldiers’ homes whose maintenance 
last year cost $127,206. Pensions from the 
general government were received last year 
by 55,460 Union soldiers and widows who live 
nthe ex-Confederate States, the average 
sum for each person being estimated at 8169, 
or a total of $9,160,900. About 30 per cent 
of the Federal soldiers received pensions 
amounting to about $165 each per annum, Of 
the Confederate soldiers and widows, 26,538, 
orless than 5 per cent ef the number en- 
listed, received pensions from the Con- 
federate States, the average amount for 
each person being about $38.50,anda grand 
total of $1,023, 730. 28. 

Nearly 40,000 more Federal pensioners are 
on the national pension list than there were 
soldiers in the Confederate army! It is esti- 
mated that the South has paid directly since 
— war to pension Union soldiers, $350,000, - 


His statistics are in a measure misleading. 
The number of enlistments in the Northern 
armies is apparently greater than as a mat- 
ter of fact these enlistments were, men be- 
ing counted in many cases two or three 
times, while the Confederate total is not 
subject to these deductions, and does not in- 
clude the large number of State troops, who 
served with the Southern armies, but were 
not regularly enlisted underthe Richmond 
Government.

AMERICAN ARMOR coming tothe front, if 
PLATE. if it is not already 
there, in the manufact- 
ure of armor plate for war ships. R. B. 
Daspiell, U. S. N., in the September number 
of © Engineering Magazine presents an artl- 
cle on nickel-steel armor plate wbich would 
tend to show that this armor, which is an 
American invention, and manufactured in 
this country, is the best in the world. He 
writes: 

AI inch Harvey nickel plate, when at- 
tacked with the l10-inch gun, broke the 
world’s record for excellent armor. Four 
Steel Holtzer shells, weighing 500 pounds 
each, were fired against this plate with 
striking velocities of 1,472, 1,859, 1,957 and 
2,059 feet per second—a total energy of 47,551 
foot-tons, The last shot was directed at a 
fragment ofthe plate weighing only 4.4 tons 
and with a  ~striking energy of 14, 715 
foot-tons, or 38,844 foot-tons per ton of 
plate, an energy of attack nine times greater 
than the most severe ever given an armor 
plate of any other type at home or abroad. 
The resistance of the plate was without a 
parallelin the history of armor. The shell 
was smashed like all the others, the penetra- 
tion was less than eleven inches, and the 
plate, though broken, fully protected the 
structure to which it was bolted. 

»The development of the nickel and the 
Harveyed nickel-steel plates has not been 
confined to the United States. The progress 
abroad has been but little behind that made 
athome,and all foreign results have been 
most fully corroborative of those obtained in 
this country. Nickel-steél armor, plain or 
Harveyed, is unquestionably the best armor 
known at present r naval purposes and it 
should be a source of gratification tothe 
country that this armor has been adopted for 
the United States Navy—the first navy in the 
world to float the nickel-steel armor-plate.’’

Henry Cabot 
Lodge hs an article n The Census and 
Immigration.“ He has collected some sig- 
nificant facts. He states: 

Of the convicts in penitentiaries 48 per 
cent are of native parentage, while 52 per 
cent are of foreign birth and parentage; or 
in other words, while persons of foreign 
birth and parentage furnish a little more 
than one-thizdof the total white population 
of the country, they furnish more than half 


ofthe criminals. 

Of juvenile delinquents 39 per cent are of 
native parentage and 61 percent of foreign 
birth or parentage. That isto say, persons 
of foretgu birth or parentageare a little more 
than one-third of our population, and yet 
they furnish nearly two-thirus of our juven- 
ue delinguents, the inmates of reforma- 
tories.’’ 

His views in regardto the remedies to be 
applied are as follows: Whatever may be 
said on the general question of foreign im- 
migration, it is beyond question that it is not 
only our right, but our plain, imperative and 
very immediate duty to protect ourselves 
against immigration of criminals,and against 
this steadily swelling stream of pauper- 
ism which fills our almshouses, places upon 
our taxpap ers burdens which should be 
borne by other nations, and introduces 
among us an ever-increasing element of de- 
terioration in the general quality of our citi. 
zenship. More legislation is needed, and 
needed at once, to exclude, if nothing 
more, the criminals and pauper 
Classes now being thrust Upon us in large 
numbers by Europe. We should not, in my 
opinion, think for a moment of stopping 
there, but at the point where we are con- 
fronted with pauperism, disease and crime 
we onght certainly to make a seginning in 
the work of restriction.“

PER CAPITA CIRCULA-: a believer in the 
TION OF MONEY, theory that the 
prosperity of a na- 

tion depends upon the amount of money in 


circulation. In an article in the September 
number of the Engineering Magazine he makes 
the following comparisons: . 

The general way of computing the amount 
of money necessary is to compare the 
amount of money per capita of each country, 
which, however, is very misleading. Ac 
cording to this method the circulation of the 

rincipal countries is as follows: France, 

1.50, Holland, 50; United States, $25; 
England, $20; Germany, $19.50; Spain, $19; 
Italy, $11; Austria, $9; Russia, $5. 

According tothis list, England, Germany 
and Spain have about the same amount of 
money per capita, yet the wealth and com- 
merce and general conditions ofthe three 
countries are widely different. A more cor- 
rect way, at least in the sense ofthe present 
inquiry, would be to ascertain the amount of 
money in t percentage of the general 
wealth, though this method is also very mis. 
leading, as will be seen from the following 
figures, showing the approximate pro- 
portions of money, or property used 
for the mere purpose of exchange, to 
the rest of property. Thus France has 1 
unit of money to 27 units of property meas- 
ured by {be money unit; Spain has 1 to 81; 
Germany, 1 to 33; Holland and the United 
States, 1 to 40; Russia and Italy, 1 to 42; 
Austria, 1to51; England, 1 to 60. We find 
here France and Spain, and Austria and En- 
giand, side by side, yet the wealth, com- 
merce and banking facilities of those coun- 
tries are widely different, sothat no general 
conclusion as tothe proper amount can be 
drawn from these figures.’’ 

Just what the proper amount of money in 
circulation should be the author does not 
undertake to say, but pelieves that it should 
be determined by a committee of experts.

nen have already risen, with the wonder- 
ful multiplication within the last few years of 
powers and activities common to both sexes, 
to recognize the fact that work is a neuter 
noun, and that, so far as women workers are 
concerned, the chivalry of disregarding their 
sex Is greater than the chivalry of recogniz- 
ing it. Both men and women were equally 
culpable in the sex-consciousness of two cen- 
turles ago. To-day itis women and not men 
who are responsible for it. No better—and 
sadder—illustration of this can be given 
than the national one lately before 
us. I mean the woman’s exhibit at the 
World's Fafr, for which I do not tnink it pos- 
sible to find a raison d'“ etre, either in logic 
or sentiment. The World's Fair is an exhi- 
bition, not of workers, but of work and of 
resuits. If the work of women, judged by 
the standard of work alone, has been of suffi- 
clent dignity and gravity to entitle it to rec- 
Ognition ina representative exhibition like 
this, then by all means let it be put in its 
proper place, alongside the work of mén, 
and win acknowledgment on its merits alone. 
The fact that li is the work of a woman has 
no more real significance than the color 
ofthe hair or the shape of the face of 
the woman who did the work. To make a 
separate exhibit of women’s work does no 
honor to women, no matter how good the 
work may be, for it seems to make a marvel 
of what is no marvel at all, namely, that 
women are as capable as men in most things, 
more capable than men in many things, and 
utterly incapable of a few thing that men 
do very well. Since, therefore, a clever 
woman is hardly to be regarded as a pre- 
cocity or monstrosity, like a trained monkey 
or a ‘dog walking on hind 
legs,’ the fact that she has 
painteda remarkable picture, or embroid- 
ered a wonderful tapestry, or invented a 
churn operated by electricity, or chiseled a 
piece of marble into poetic form, offers no 
warrant for such segregation on the part of 
women-workers as this exhibition displays. 
Even the imposing collection of books, 
written exclusively by women and kept 
with such devotional spirit in the II- 
brary in the Woman's Building, has no 
significance, except possibly a humorous 
one, suggesting as it does, the immodest 
modesty of a New England spinster, 
who once set all the volumes writ- 
ten men in a row on one 
side of her library, and allthose written by 
women in chaste seciusion onthe other. If 
this collection of books were not worth mak- 
ing for its intrinsic value, it certainly does 
not redound to the glory of womankind that 
it should have been made for any other rea- 
son. If the genius of the writer and the un- 
derstanding of the people be not enough to 
keep a book from perishing, no antiseptic of 
sex can do so.“

Allen G. Thurman had lived in Chillicothe 
prior to his service on the Ohio Supreme 
bench, and was a warm friend to Judge Saf- 


ford.

HIS FIRST CASB. 

Coming from a slave State and invested 
with some Southern prejudices, it was oda 
that Lawrence T. Neal’s first case should be 
for a negro client—and a very black negro at 
that.

He did 8 it, and won a reversal but 
no fee, as the negro client had no money.

ceeded Job Stevenson as City Solicitor of 
Chillicothe, defeating Willlam Gage by a 
large majority. Stevenson, who had been a 
pupil under Blaine in Kentucky, afterward 
went to Congress from Cincinnati. Once 
Started in political life Neal’s rise was rapid. 

He was fast realizing the prediction of Prof. 
Safford made a few years ago in the Asbury 
Academy. From the office of Solicitor he 
went tothe Court-house as prosecutor for 
Ross County, the first office usually held by 
young men whose ambition tends toward the 
highest honors ofa State. Then he was nom- 
inatedand elected to the Legislature as a 
Democrat, for he had never been anything 
else and could hardly be anything else after 
the teachings he received in the office, the 
home and around the family table of his 
friend, Prof. Safford. Ihe professor had 
been ambitious to be Governor, but had come 
no nearer toit than to be nominated for sec- 
— pence with Judge Ranney and to be de- 

eated. 

In the legislature Neal was noted for his 
attention to business, his readiness to make 
a speech and love of debate. 

But he preferred law making and Geclined 
asecondterm. He was Opposed to the adop- 
tion of the Fifteenth Amendment when it 
came before the Assembly and voted to make 
Vallandigham Senator rather than Thur. 
man, two facts which have sometimes been 
remembered against him. 

In 1874 he was the choice of his county for 
Coneress. He was very young for a district 
which e sent matured men to Wash. 
ington, but he was very active and ambi- 
tious. The convention was at Hillsboro and 
was a notable gathering, as the contest was 
long drawnout. Neal lacked but three votes 
of a nomination for several ballots. His 
chief contestant was Col. J. H. Cockerill of 
Adams County, father of the New York edi 
tor, John A. Cockerill. 

Back before the war Col. Cockerm had 
served one term in Congress, but one of the 
many tacks of politics had kept him from a 
second term. o was an old man when he 
opposed Neal and was a veteran of two

In 1892 Lawrence T. Neal was one of the 
four delegates-at-large from Ohio to the 
National Democratic Convention. 

Since then he has been a national charac- 
ter. He was a member ofthe Platform Com- 


mittee, and made the memorable fl

Although this was in direct conflict with the 

views of President Cleveland and his sup- 
orters, it carried the convention, and Neal 
ecame the idol and hero of the hour. 

Quite natural was it, therefore, that the 
Ohio Democracy should look to him as the 
candidate for Governor against McKinley, 
the champion of high tariff and the extreme 
protective policy of the Repubiican party. 

All factional differences were forgotten by 
Ohio Democrats when the renomination of 
McKinley was forced upon the Republicans of 
Ohio.

When the syrup has cooked enough take it 
of the fire, flavor it with any desirable es- 
sence; add a few drops of vegetable carmi e 
to tint it; pour it on to an oiled piece of 
marble, and with a wooden spoon vring It all 
towards the center to form a pliable mass. 
Work the paste by pulling it lengthwise for 
about two minutes; this must be done by two 
persons, and briskly, so that the material 
has not time to get cold. Into this mass mix 
the warm almonds and two handfuls of 
blanched pistachios; arrange it in a wooden 
box lined throughout with strips of wafer. 
Smooth the surface of the nougat; it should 
be arranged in pieces about two inches deep; 
cover this also with wafer, pat on the lid, 
Weight it down so as to press the contents 
closely together, After ten minutes take of 
the weight, cut the nougat in thin strips.
